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HISTORY OF AUSTRALIAN ‘CRICKET| 
_ FORTUNES SWING TO 


AUSTRALIA 


(By R. Abbit), 


In the first decade of the twen- 
eth century the see-saw of cric- 
ket swung pretty regularly be- 
tween Australla and England, The 
Mother Country had won In Aus- 
tralia In 1903/4 and. 
England.in 1905. The sawing then 
tipped and In 1907/8 and 1909 
Australla was successful. But the 
struggle In 1907/8 was a very keen 
one sibett: Australla won four 
games to England's one. And it 

‘ was- generally admitted that 

England had the worst of the luck. 

But before the team ever satled 
there was a Jot of hard luck—or bad 
management. It was to be expected 
that the full amateur strength of the 
side would not be .availuble though 
It, was a blow not ta be able to take 
several (of the lending amateurs, 
Dut st ds curious reading to find that 
“Hayward, Tyldesley, Hirst and 
Litley declined the terms, offered 
them.”

FORTUNES SWING TO © 
~~ AUSTRALIA 


In the first decade of the twen- 
tieth century the see-saw of cric- 
ket swung pretty regularly be- 
tween Australia and England. The 
Mother Country had won In Aus- 
tralian, in 1903/4 and also in 
England in 1905. The swing then 
tIpped and In 1907/8 and- 1909 
Australia wan successful. But the 
struggic In 1907/8 was a very keen 
one albelt Australla won four 
games to England's’ one. And it 
was" generally admitted that 
England had the worst of the luck. 
But before the team ever salled 
there was n Tot of hard luck—or bad 
management. It was to be expected 
that the full amateur strength of the
